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Wanted man 
in court after 
two-year hunt

THE man wanted for the murder 
of a family of four will appear in 
court this morning after his 
extradition from Morocco was 
granted. 

Anxiang Du, who was arrested 
in the African country last July, 
flew back to Heathrow Airport 
yesterday afternoon from 
Casablanca. 

He has been wanted by 
Northamptonshire Police since 
2011 after the brutal deaths of Jeff 
Ding, 46, Helen, 47, and daugh¬ 
ters Xing 'Nancy’, 18, and 12- 
year-old Alice in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton. 

The family were killed at their 
home on the day of the Royal 
Wedding. 

He was taken into custody by 
the Metropolitan Police when he 
arrived back in the UK. 

The Ministry of Justice has been 
working with the Home Office for 
the past seven months on the

extradition process. The UK and 
Morocco have no formal extradi¬ 
tion treaty. 

At the time of going to press Mr 
Du had yet to be formally charged 
with an offence. 

Deputy Chief Constable Martin 
Jelley, said: “On behalf of 


Northamptonshire Police I would 
like to thank all those who have 
been involved in this successful 
extradition, including Michael 
Ellis MP for his considerable sup¬ 
port in progressing this with the 
relevant authorities.” 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis said: “I want to con¬ 
gratulate Northamptonshire 
Police for the work they have 
done in securing the extradition. 

“There has also been a lot of 
work behind the scenes with the 
Home Office and the UK Border 
Agency to facilitate extradition. 

“I have taken a close interest in 
this case of what was a hideous 
murder in Northampton in 2011. 

“It is usual for a person who has 
been extradited to be charged as 
soon as possible after they are 
brought back into the country. 

“I have great confidence in the 
British legal system but this is a 
suspect and I am not here to pre¬ 
sume innocence or guilt.” 

Mr Du will appear at 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
this morning.

Airport bomb joker barred 
from boarding his flight

A MAN was barred from 
boarding a flight after he 
said the word ‘bomb’ to a 
member of staff. 

Brian McColgan, 64, from 
Duston, Northampton, made 
the comment after having 
difficulty checking in his 
luggage at Luton Airport last 
Friday. 

The retired hospital porter 
had been travelling with 
budget airline easyJet to 
Lisbon in Portugal to visit 
friends. 

He told BBC Three Counties 
Radio that the comment was 
intended as a ‘joke’. 

He said: “I wasn’t allowed to 
check my baggage in when I 
wanted and so I said to the 
girl that if there was a bomb 
in it I would have blown 
myself up standing next to 
it.” 

He said he was told to not 
use the word and was then 
approached by two police 
officers who questioned him 
and took away his passport. 


Mr McColgan added: “To be 
told in my own country I 
can’t use a word in the 
English dictionary - it’s non¬ 
sense.” 

An airport spokeswoman 
said: “Passengers making 


threats or exhibiting threat¬ 
ening behaviour will not be 
accepted. Any passenger 
behaving in such a way will 
be removed from the airport. 

“Airport security is of para¬ 
mount importance and is 


essential in protecting pas¬ 
sengers and staff from mali¬ 
cious harm, crime, terrorism 
and other threats.” 

Airline easyJet confirmed a 
man had been banned from 
boarding a flight. 


Councils spend £10m on 
high-earning managers 


Councillors to decide on 
plan for £32m savings 


MORE than £10 million has 
been spent paying managers 
who cost councils more than 
£50,000 a year, a report has 
revealed. 

Research carried out by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance shows 
that Northamptonshire 
County Council spent 
£8,622,500 on staff costs for 
125 people, in 2011/12. 

While Northampton 
Borough Council spent just 
more than £2.2 million for 30 
staff members. 

Both councils have said 
that since this time they have 
both cut down the number of 
staff on such wages. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “In recent years 
we have reduced the number 
of directors and heads of ser¬ 
vice from 45 down to 11 as 
part of the process of stream¬ 
lining managers. 

“In addition a number of 
senior posts are now part of 
LGSS - our shared services 
venture - and these are now 
self-financing through 
income generation. 

“Sharing costs with other 
councils obviously reduces 


the cost to taxpayers. 

“In December 2012 the 
county council’s total wage 
bill, excluding schools, was 
£92.36 million, down from 
£95.61million in April 2012. A 
decrease of £3.25million. 

“It must be noted that the 
£50,000 figure the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance talk of isn’t just the 
salary but all associated staff 
costs, including national 
insurance and pension con¬ 
tributions. 

“With a budget of over 
£lbillion and 5,500 staff it is 
inevitable there will be some 
senior staff with associated 
costs of £50,000 -in line with 
their responsibilities.” 

Councillor David 

Mackintosh, Leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “The Borough 
Council now only has 15 sen¬ 
ior managers with a saving of 
over a quarter of a million 
pounds compared to 30 sen¬ 
ior managers in 2011. 

“We are focused on protect¬ 
ing and delivering frontline 
services and will continue to 
review senior management 
each year.” 


COUNCILLORS will discuss 
the county council budget 
this afternoon (Thursday). 

The authority has to make 
savings of almost £32 million 
in the next year. 

Included in the plans would 
be an option to make 150 full 
time equivalent posts redun¬ 
dant - which is likely to 
impact the posts of 200 
people. 

Areas facing cuts include 
the youth offending service, 
meals on wheels and 
libraries. 

A saving of £3.65million 
could be made through a 
‘redesign’ of the Children’s 
Social Care Service. 

Council tax will be frozen 
for another year - the freeze 
was approved by the Cabinet 
at a meeting last week. 

There will be an emphasis 
on merging services with 
other councils, for example 
through the LGSS scheme. 

There are also plans for the 
trading standards team to 
work with other councils in 
the region. 


The Liberal Democrat 
opposition has put forward 
its own plans which include 
switching the streetlights 
back on. 

Councillor Chris Stanbra 
said: “The Liberal 
Democrats will restore PCS0 
funding and switch street¬ 
lights back on to create 
safer streets. 

“We will invest £1 million 
in pavement repairs, which 
have been left to decay 
under the Tories. 

“The Liberal Democrats 
will also be investing money 
to reverse Tory cuts to fire 
safety checks, road safety 
and libraries. 

“We will also reverse over 
£2million of the Conservative 
cuts to preventative 
services this year, including 
reversing the whole 
£1million cut to children’s 
centres and the £25,000 
to the Afro-Caribbean 
Elders Service.” 

The council has to make 
£72 million of cuts over the 
next three years.

Historic building knocked down

THE Fishmarket has started to be 
demolished in preparation for the 
new bus interchange. 

The lader of Northampton Borough 
Council, David Mackintosh, was on 
site in Sheep Street, Northampton, on 
Friday as the first bricks came down. 

The £7 million Northampton Alive 
project is being funded and supported 
by Northampton Borough Council, 
West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation and Northamptonshire 
County Council. 


Planning permission was granted in 
July to turn the Northampton town 
centre site, which was most recently 
used as an art gallery, into a new bus 
interchange - replacing the current 
Greyfriars facility which is also 
earmarked for demolition. 

As reported in the Herald & Post last 
November, plans are in the pipeline to 
save the Northampton crest, which is 
on the outside of the present 
Fishmarket entrance, and the large 
clock which can be found inside. 

Both these items will be rescued for 
posterity and for the people of the 
borough. 


Cllr Mackintosh, said: “This is a 
significant milestone for a key 
Northampton Alive project. Once 
complete, the new bus interchange 
will create the kind of welcome we 
want for visitors to the town. 

“There is so much going on in 
Northampton at the moment, from 
this to a new railway station and many 
other schemes gathering pace. 

“I’m extremely proud of our town 
and don’t think there’s ever been a 
better time to live here.” 

Northampton Arts Collective, which 
was housed in the building, was hand¬ 
ed funding of £50,000 to help get its 


new site at 9 Guildhall Road up and 
running. 

The new interchange is due to be 
completed in spring 2014.

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Shut bridges could 
lead to road death

A RETIRED police officer fears a 
pedestrian could be killed at a 
busy junction on the A4500 near 
the Weston Favell shopping 
centre. 

Former Detective Inspector Jim 
O’Connor is extremely worried 
people who are crossing this 
main road close to a mini round¬ 
about are putting their lives at 
risk. 

Pedestrians are being forced to 
do this as the Westone and 
Standens Barn bridges are 
closed. 

Jim O’Connor said: “People are 
having to cross a four-lane busy 
highway and they are putting 
their lives at risk. 

“The traffic is coming from the 
right, the left and behind them. 

“I’ve crossed the road and seen 
a number of near misses. 

“A young mum was crossing 
the road and I had to pull her 
back before a van sped past - if I 
had not she would have been 
killed. 

“You have got to be able to stop 
the traffic in both lanes. 

“I want someone to take 
responsibility for this danger 
and no one is doing anything.” 


The Weston Favell Shopping 
Centre website stated at the 
end of January that the clo¬ 
sure was due to maintenance 
work which needed to be car¬ 
ried out and hoped it would be 


done in a month. The bridges 
are still closed as the centre 
has not got the necessary per¬ 
mission and it does not expect 
the work to be done for anoth¬ 
er month.

Motorway crash victim, 64, is identified by police 


A WOMAN who died after a colli¬ 
sion on the Ml has been named 
by police. 

The victim has been identified as 
Kathleen Ann Coton, known as 
Annie, aged 64, from Epperstone, 
Nottinghamshire. 

She was a passenger in a 
Mercedes C Class which had 
broken down and was parked 
on the hard shoulder. 

It was in collision with a white 
Mercedes Sprinter van, one mile 
south of Watford Gap services, 
last Thursday at around 1.20pm. 

The car was being driven by a 
70-year-old woman and there was 
a male passenger in the car, also 


aged 70. Both sustained life- 
threatening injuries. 

It is thought they are a married 
couple and live in the same area 
as Ms Coton. 

They both remain in Walsgrave 
Hospital in Coventry with serious 
injuries. 

The van was being driven by a 
30-year-old man, who is not 
from Northamptonshire. 

He was arrested on suspicion 
of causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

The man was taken to the 
Criminal Justice Centre for 
questioning and has since been 
released on bail, pending 


further enquiries. The motor¬ 
way was heavily congested 
after the collision on 
Valentine’s Day. 

Ms Coton is the third person 
to die on Northamptonshire’s 
roads this year. 

At the end of 2012, five peo¬ 
ple were killed on the roads in 
as many days. 

It meant that 36 people died 
on the county’s roads last year 
- almost double the number 
compared with 2011.

NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital was completely full for 
nearly two weeks last month. 

According to a report the 
hospital (NGH) had no spare 
beds on 13 out of the 21 days it 
was checked. 

Of those monitored, this made 
NGH the seventh worst in the 
country. 

In response it said in the last six 
years admissions to its A&E 
department had increased by 
almost 40 per cent. 

This rise, the hospital said, 
could be related to population 
increase, people living longer, 
and people wrongly coming to 
A&E. 

As announced two weeks ago, 
the hospital is considering 
merging with Kettering General 
Hospital. 

In a statement, NGH said: ‘Like 
many other hospitals in the 
country NGH saw record 
numbers of patients attending 
our A&E department during 
January, many of whom required 
admission to hospital. 

‘At all times patient safety 
remains paramount. 


‘We know that admissions 
increase during winter and we 
therefore opened an additional 
28 beds during November 2012. 

‘Unfortunately there has been 
some impact on non-urgent 
operations, but we try to keep 
any cancellations to a minimum 
and reschedule procedures 
without unnecessary delay. 

‘Looking ahead we will be 
working closely with our 
colleagues at Kettering General 
Hospital, and with our new 
health partners - the Clinical 
Commissioning Groups - to 
tackle these issues together. 


‘In Northamptonshire we 
know that there has been a very 
significant rise in patients 
attending our A&E depart¬ 
ments. Indeed the demand on 
our service has steadily 
increased over the recent 
years.’

DNA analysis proves body in the river 


POLICE have confirmed that the body 
recovered from the River Nene is 
missing Polish man Artur Liana. 

Mr Liana, 32, was last seen in 
Northampton outside Borjia nightclub 
in Castillian Street on December 20. 

His body was discovered by a 
member of the public in the afternoon 
of February 1, in the river near The 
Lakes business park. 

Mr Liana (pictured right) was 
identified after DNA analysis and 
police do not believe there to be any 
suspicious circumstances. 

Mr Liana moved to Northampton 
from south east Poland more than 


five years ago and worked as a 
security guard. 

He became separated from his 
friends after a night out in the town 
and his sister travelled from Poland 
to meet with detectives investigating 
Mr Liana’s disappearance. 

In the search, police reviewed more 
than 200 pieces of CCTV evidence. 

Last month police were joined by 
the Fire and Rescue service to search 
the River Nene from near St Andrews 
Road downstream to the marina in 
Becket’s Park. 

A report will now be prepared for 
the coroner.

Unions concerned 
about merger plan

CRITICISM has come in thick 
and fast for plans to create a 
unique ‘merger’ between the 
police and fire service. 

Last week the Herald & Post 
revealed how Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam Simmonds 
had been in talks with 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to bring the two emer¬ 
gency services together. 

But since the announcement 
the plans have been slammed by 
the Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
and opposition councillors. 

The FBU, which has more than 
400 members in Northants, 
believes there should have been 
more consultation with staff and 
say firefighters were completely 
unaware of the plans. 

While Liberal Democrat Leader 
Brendan Glynane hit out at the 
lack of discussion with the Police 
and Crime Panel. 

It is understood that when the 
services are fully integrated, 
possibly within the next two 
years, it will be called 
Northamptonshire Emergency 


Services. 

Mr Simmonds has also said he 
would be interested in getting 
the ambulance service involved 
in the venture. 

Steve Mason, secretary of the 
FBU, said: “We would be against 
any fire stations being closed. 
What we have in 
Northamptonshire is what is 
needed and anything less than 
that would affect us badly. 

“I do not see how these two ser¬ 
vices can be run under one roof. 
They are completely different 
and need different skills. 

“We just do not think the ser¬ 
vices should be politicised in this 
way.” 

Cllr Glynane said: “This is 
potentially a massive change. We 
are talking about frontline ser¬ 
vices that save people’s lives. 

“Any changes need to be well 
thought through, properly con¬ 
sulted on and planned carefully. 

“Instead what we got was a 
bizarre and chaotic announce¬ 
ment, apparently at the same 
time as the Cabinet Member for 
Fire Services was in a public 
meeting of Cabinet and did not 
mention this at all. 

“Our Conservative PCC has 


claimed that discussions have 
been going on for months, but 
nothing has been mentioned at 
all at the Police and Crime Panel. 
You’d think that with something 
this important no stone would be 
left unturned. 

“Our Conservative PCC was not 
elected to run the Fire Service, or 
any other blue light service. 

“This is an attempted political 
takeover of emergency services 
by a Conservative politician who 
has absolutely no right to do so.” 

While Labour group leader 
John McGhee said: “We here at 
county hall know that the Fire 
service, the police and indeed 
the ambulance service already 
work close together whether it is 
attending a house fire or a car 
incident. 

“What worries me is it not so 
long ago that this Tory adminis¬ 
tration was talking about a merg¬ 
er with Warwickshire and have 
spent considerable time and 
money trying to merge the two 
Brigades. 

A spokesman for Mr Simmonds 
said: “We have no comment to 
make on Mr Glynane’s 
misleading and inaccurate state¬ 
ment.” 


The next beer is on the council 
as it steps in to save festival 


DELAPRE Beer 
Festival has been 
saved after the coun¬ 
cil agreed to run the 
event. 

It comes after organ¬ 
isers, the Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA), 
said it was unable to 
host the event at 
Delapre Abbey. 

CAMRA said: “The 
health and safety 
implications are now 
beyond the capabili¬ 
ties of the branch and 
we need to have a 
rethink on how best to 
go forward if we are to 
hold future events. 

“Without profes¬ 
sional expertise we 
leave ourselves vul¬ 
nerable to insurance 
claims.” 


The borough council 
had made offers to 
support the festival, 
but CAMRA felt it 
should postpone the 
event. 

Councillor David 
Mackintosh said: “I 
am delighted to say 
that this year’s 
Delapre Beer Festival 
will be going ahead. 

“Like many people I 
was disappointed to 
hear that the organis¬ 
ers would be cancel¬ 
ling the event. 

“Over the last few 
weeks we have been 
talking with CAMRA 
about how to save the 
event, but in the end 
the group felt unable 
to host it. 

“It would have been 


be a real shame to lose 
the Delapre Beer 
Festival, especially 
when we have a fan¬ 
tastic line up of sum¬ 
mer events, so this 
year the council will 
be running the 
Festival. 

“Carrying on the tra¬ 
dition, this year’s fes¬ 
tival will continue as a 
wonderful event that 
showcases some of 
our best local brews. 

“So please put this 
weekend in your diary 
as the beer festival 
will be going ahead in 
the beautiful grounds 
of Delapre Abbey.” 

The festival runs 
between May 30 to 
June J.

A SHOPKEEPER has launched a 
‘David v Goliath’ petition 
campaign over fears for his 
business. 

Navin Gathani, 55, who runs 
The Hill Shop in Camp Hill, 
Northampton, has been left 
reeling after Tesco announced 
it is aiming to convert the 
former Ironstone Pub into a 
Tesco Express. 

If the plan was approved it 
would mean the supermarket 
giant would be opening a shop 
yards away from Mr Gathani’s 
business which he has built up 
from scratch in the last 30 
years. 

To try to get support from the 
community, Mr Gathani has 
launched a ‘say no to Tesco’ 
petition which gathered 1,500 
signatures in the first four 
days. 

Mr Gathani said: “I am 
thrilled with all the support 
from my customers. 

“I will keep the petition going 
for three weeks before I hand it 
into Northampton Borough 
Council. 

“I am fighting for my business 
and for the community. 

“I am also trying to see what 
else I can do as this is the first 


time I have ever had to do 
something like this. Residents 
have received a letter from 
Tesco telling them about the 
plans and I don’t think they 
can believe what is happen¬ 
ing.” 

One of the people opposed to 
the supermarket giant’s plan is 
local ward Councillor, Brian 
Oldham. 

He said: “I shall be opposing 
this proposal as much as I can. 

“We don’t need Tesco to open 
another shop as it has a Tesco 


Extra less than half a mile away 
from here and there is no rhyme 
nor reason why it would want 
to do this. A lot of people are 
saying this will have a big effect 
on this individual.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said: 
“Our convenience stores sit 
side by side with independent 
retailers in shopping areas 
across the country in hundreds 
of local communities. 

“We will bring more people 
out to shop, providing a lift to 
the local area.”

Take action to stop GB’s ‘ruin’

tion from Northamptonshire County Council 
for my views/comments, because of a 
proposed two story extension at St Andrews 
Primary School which will take place adjacent 
to my home, doubling the capacity of pupils 
from 210 places to 420.

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Nine-year jail term 
for bookies’ robber

A MAN has been found guilty of 
six robberies - most of which 
were in the space of three weeks. 

Mohammed Hassan (pictured), 
23, of Lasham Court, 
Northampton, was jailed for nine 
years on Friday. 

Police now hope his sentence 
will send out a message to others. 

Hassan’s spree started on 
February 29 last year at Corals in 
Farmfield Court, Northampton. 

On March 9 he targeted three 
premises, including two Betfred 
bookies in Kettering Road and St 
Leonards Road and the Co-Op in 
Fieldmill Square, Northampton. 

Then three days later he robbed 
the Co-Op in Bushland Road, 



Northampton. His sixth offence 
at Corals in Farmfield Court, 
Northampton, on May 19 was 
committed while he was on bail - 
and he was handed a four year jail 
term for doing so. 


He was also sentenced to five 
years each for the first five, all to 
be served concurrently. 

Hassan had pleaded not guilty 
to all six offences and stood trial 
last week. 

He was found guilty by a jury at 
Northampton Crown Court. 

Detective Constable Simon 
Chamberlain, who led the inves¬ 
tigation, said: “This has been a 
protracted and complex enquiry 
involving numerous locations, 
victims, witnesses, and a suspect 
not willing to admit any guilt. 

“I am very pleased with the 
result and hope this passes a 
message to other offenders that 
they cannot simply commit these 
types of crimes and get away with 
it, they will be found and prose¬ 
cuted.”

Sun newspaper in breach 
of the terms of his 
employment and was 
paid £3,350. 

“The charge relates to 
an allegation that Mr 
Trunkfield provided 
details to the newspaper 
about a high profile pris¬ 
oner.” 

He will appear at 
Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court on a date to be 
determined.

The team digging

THE Beatles sang about 4,000 
holes in Blackburn, Lancashire, 
and no matter how many there 
are in the county they all have 
to be filled. 

Crews from Northamptonshire 
Highways are responsible for 
repairing all the potholes which 
appear in the 2,500 miles of 
roads in the county. 

The team who repair them are 
the same crews who go out and 
about in the bad weather grit¬ 
ting the roads when the snow 
and ice is on the ground. 

To get the holes fixed the 
maintenance teams who have 
bases in Brixworth, Towcester 
and Rushden, divide the county 
into three areas: 

■ Northampton and South 
Northamptonshire 

■ East Northamptonshire and 
Corby 

■ Daventry and Kettering 

The programme listing where 

to start the pothole filling began 
this month. 

From that moment on it is a 
continuous job of repairing the 
highways and by-ways from 
major roads to footpaths. 

Since 2010, Northamptonshire 
Highways has changed the way 
it works so repairing potholes is 
now targeted so they do not 
have to keep returning to these 
hotspots all the time. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Severe winter 



weather has an adverse effect on 
the roads with the freeze/thaw 
effect of ice and water breaking 
up the surface of the carriage¬ 
way. 

“Three years ago the county 
council started a more proactive 
approach to repairing the roads 
- taking more time to do longer- 
lasting semi-permanent repairs 
rather than doing quick, tempo¬ 
rary ones. 

“This has gone a considerable 
way to making the road network 
more resilient to winter weather 


but even so the recent condi¬ 
tions will have had an effect in 
some areas. 

“Our maintenance crews are 
currently working round the 
clock, clearing highways and 
footpaths of ice and snow.” 

The Highway Inspectors are 
constantly monitoring the 
condition of the roads to assess 
whether they need emergency 
repairs, detailed work or tempo¬ 
rary filling. 

People across Northampton¬ 
shire can make the teams aware

of potholes in their area by 
calling the Street Doctor 
service. 

If not already on the list it will 
be added to it immediately. 

As well as the roads, the teams 
have to improve the footpaths. 

They do this by using slurry 
sealing - as it is a good option if 
the footway surface is structur¬ 
ally sound and only requires a 
thin resurfacing to reseal it. 

This thin layer of bitumen 
material with stone added, dries 
a few hours after completion to 


provide a new top surface, help¬ 
ing to improve grip. 

Communications manager at 
Northamptonshire Highways, 
Rebecca Miller, said: “What we 
want to do is repair much larger 
areas. 

“We will do longer stretches of 
the roads with a higher grade of 
patching. 

“Where and when we do this is 
very much dependant if they are 
in residential areas. One of our 
biggest problems is getting resi¬ 
dents to move their cars out of 


the street so we can get the work 
done. 

“If we have to do night work, as 
we will be doing at the Plough 
Hotel Junction, then we work 
with the borough council to 
work out the best time. 

“It is a continuous juggling act 
between the community and 
businesses. 

“We are doing more and more 
preventative work and therefore 
are not returning to areas where 
we used to go back to over and 
over again.”

Debt fears over new 
‘bedroom tax’ rules

A HOUSING association is warn¬ 
ing that people in the town may 
become homeless amid benefit 
changes. 

Asra Housing Group, based in 
Pen Court, Northampton, which 
owns and manages about 1,150 
homes in the county, believes 
the new legislation may lead to 
hundreds falling into debt. 

The group said 121 of its 
tenants will be affected by the 
forthcoming ‘Bedroom Tax’. 

The change means those who 
are under-occupying their 
homes will lose some of their 
housing benefit if they do not 
downsize. 

Chief executive Matt Cooney 
said: “We are working very hard 



to ensure all affected customers 
are aware of their options and if 
they would like to move we are 
here to help them. 

“But this is just the tip of the 
iceberg as from October this year 
customers will be paid their 
housing benefit directly rather 
than it being paid to their land¬ 
lord. Trials of this model from 


elsewhere in the country have 
found that rent collection fell by 
as much as eight per cent. 

“This is a significant drop and 
will mean thousands of people 
will potentially fall into rent 
arrears and the local housing 
sector will be expected to absorb 
these hefty losses.” 

Cllr Mary Markham ( pictured ) 
said: “The changes to housing 
benefit will affect a number of 
our tenants. 

“We have contacted everyone 
who we think is affected and 
offered them support and advice 
about what options are available.

The first GP3 round of the year 
takes place at Barcelona’s Circuit 
de Catalunya in May and has eight 
rounds, while the first round of 
testing takes place in Portugal 
next week. 

“We’re thrilled to be competing 
in one of the world’s finest single 
seater formulas,” said chief execu¬ 


tive Richard Coleman. Bamboo 
Engineering will be looking to 
make its mark and carve a strong 
reputation. 

“We can’t wait to get stuck in and 
make a real impact on our first 
season in the GP3 Series.

Ostrowski to overseen the GP3 
entry.

“AT the start of the season we all put 
down our aims and objectives, and one of 
mine was to run the line in the League 
Cup final,” said Premier League assistant 
Burt. 

“It’s quite strange that it has come just 
nine months after the FA Cup final, but I’m 
pleased that my performances in the 
Premier League have been good enough 
for me to be appointed. 

“It has been one of the most surreal 
weeks of my life.
